Andrew Johnson was a man en- 
titled to America’s respect for the purity of 
his political life, -but the same can not be 
said of bis private life, for shame held sway 
while he slept under theroof of the White 
House.

The Rev. Dr. Schuyler. 

The Rey. Montgomery Schuyler, D.D., the 
oldest Episcopal minister in the city, was 
called upon at his residence, 2820 Locust 
street. The distinguished divine said: ‘‘] 
think thisisa subject that should be left 
alone. The clergy have nothing to do with 
it. The Episcopal Church has not thought 
well to preserve any discipline with reference 
to theaters. Iis members attead them and 
they exercise their own judgment in the 
matter.

‘*If a woman fails and doesn’t come forward 
pefore the public, charity should be drawn 
over her failing and there should be the hope 
and encouragement of better life held out to 
ber.

Rev. T. P. Ualey. 

The Rev. T. P. Haley, of the Central Caris- 
tian Churcb, was found at his residence, 241 
Chestnut street.

“I have made no al- 
lusion to Miss Bernhardt in my pulpit or to 
my congregation since her arrival in this 
country and shall not. I leave every one to 
do as be may think best. As far as my opin- 
ion of Miss Bernhardt is concerned, I will say 
that I think the theatre-going people of St. 
Louis should, and doubtless will, treat her 
just as thev would any other artist of equal 
merit, for | believe that the whole tendency 
of the stage of the present day is not toward 
morality.’”?

SCARLET FEVER. 


The Scourge of the Nursery and How to 
freat It. 
From the New York Times, 


That scourge ofthe nursery, scarlet fever, 
is said to be onthe increase here, and so 
many neighborhoods are suffering from it 
thata number of parents have. sent their 
children out of town for fear of the conta- 
gion. Besides the character common tothe 
group known as exanthemata, scarletina is 
almost always attended by sore throat, and 
the scarlet rash or eruption, which gives 
name to the disease, breaks out as early as 
ihe second day after the appearance of fe- 
ver, and ends on the sixth or seventh day in 
sepuration 6fthe cuticle. Nearly all medical 
writers mention tbree varieties of the dis- 
ease—searlatina simplex, in which scarcely 
any throat trouble attemas the fever and the 
rash; scaclatina anginosa, in which throat 
trouble is more prominent than in either 
of the other affections, and scar- 
latina maligna, in * which the 
system is immediately overborne by 
the violence of the disorder, and the patient 
exhibits great weaknees and loss of vitality. 
The disease begins with chilliness, lassitude, 
headache, rapid pulse, dry, hot skin, flushed 
face, loss of appetite, and furred tongue. 
Presently the throat feels irritated, grows 
red,and is often swollen. The small points 
of the rash so increase that the skin soon 
seeins almost uniformly red, extending from 
the face, neck,and breast tothe trunk and 
extremities. The separation of the cuticle in 
scales usually ends in a fortnight or more 
from the declaration of the distemper. The 
fever continues with the rash; is sometimes 
accompanied with delirium, even coma, In 
the malignant, or third form, the rash comes 
out late and partially, being at times barely 
perceptible.

The corporation 
that has begun the work is styled the Mexican 
National Railway Company, and it is ope- 
rating under what is known as the Palmer and 
Sullivan grant, which was obtained trom 
the Mexicayp Government by Gen. William J, 
Palmer, president of the Denver and Lio 
Grande Railway, and his partner in the rail: 
road contracting business. The contract 
making the grant was executed September 132, 
1880;and it provided that the plans of aspeci- 
fied portion of the lines shall be finished with- 
in filteen days thereafter, and the surveys of 
the remainder begun within three months. 
The two capitalists who obtained 
the privileges from the Mexican 
Government aie experienced in Western 


railroading ano possessed of western enter- 
prise, and these conditions were promptly 
complied with. The work ot penetrating the 
wilds ot Mexico with locomotives was begun 
atonce. Then the financial branch of theun- 
dertaking was brought forward in this city 
with the result inentioned and the additional 
result that Jay Gould was interested in the 
scheme, then Gen. Grant, and finaliy every 
one who bad arailroad grant ora scheme for 
a road in the southern republic. 
Representatives of these various interests, 
inpursuance ofa policy advocated by Jay 
Gould, are at work with the view of cosolidat- 
ing those interests in the construction of one 
road. Itis generally conceded that the route 
and grant of the Palmer and Sullivan interest 
is the most desirable. Gen. Grant wil! prob- 
ably start for Mexico within the next thirty 
days for the purpose of obtaing more accurate 
information and forming an opinion as tothe, 
severa) concessionstor the benefit of the con- 
solidation committee, of which he a member. 
Meanwhile the money paid in on the first 
call for an installment of twenty per cent, on 
the subscriptions is being usedonthe Mexi- 
can National Railway. A force of 5,009 labor- 
ers are at work on the line leading out of Mex- 
ico City. The principal work that engages 
them at present is a tunnel which isto be cut 
through the mountains, adout fitty miles west 
of the city, and 10.000 feet above the level of 
the sea. After piercing the mountains the 
line turns to the north and extends to Laredo 
on the Texan frontier. It ruas first across a 
rey which is described as fertile and 
ealthy. andthen over and along the lower 
part of the Sierra range. It is 
about parallel with the eastern coast 
of Mexico, and 200 miles from the Gulf. This 
main line from Mexico City to Laredo will ex- 
ceed 700 miles. From the latter polpt connec- 
tions will be made with the great southwest- 
ern system of railroads, which dre now the 
chosen interest of mens eae a ; hence his inter- 
est inthe Mexican enterprise, and also with the 
‘*Sunset’’ road running to Corpus Christi. A 
road of some 450 miles running west, then 
northward from Mexico city, andthen to the 
southwest, will connect that capital with the 
seaport of Manzanillo on the Pacific coast. 
Only small portions of these routes have 
been surveyed, but several large parties of en- 
gineers are now cnmpese upon them. Little 
can theret be said of the topography of the 
roads. Itis conceded, however, that many 
aifficulties are to be overcome, and that steep 
grades will be encountered. Grades of 175 
tothe mile have already been surveyed. 
These will partiy discounted by the nar- 
rowness of gauge, which isto be three 
teet. Within the past few days a part

stock going into the new company at par, the 
American at par and the Atlantic and Pacitic 
at fifty each in proper proportion. That the 
plan then will be to turn over the company ty 
the Government. 

What is Said of It in St. Louis. 

The consolidation of the two companies has 
been more than suspected in St. Louis for 
seme days, and stock speculators lave gone 
long. Several private telegrams were receiv - 
ed from New York to the effect that Wal! 
street was full ofrumors about the matter, 


but nothing so definite as the Associated 
Press dispatch given above. A Posi-D1s- 
PATCH reporter cailed at the local managing 
ottices of both eompanics. At neither hid 
anything official been recerved. 

Munsger Brown, of the Western U alou said 
he saw no reason to doubt the news. Tne 
fact that it came through the Associated 


Press would tend to give it weight. He 
thought such «a statement could no! 


have been sent unless received from aa au- 
thoritative source. The arrangement wit) 
the Atlantic and Ll’acific was on the basis of 4 
pool—the Western Union receiving seven 
and the other c@&mpany one-eighth. Ifthere 
Was ab agreement with the American Union 
he thought it would be in the nature ofa 
consolidaticn, a union of the stock on 4 ba;i. 
agreed upon.’’ : 

“Will the two organizations be maintained 
and managed separately *’’ 

**| should say not. here are few places. 
except the larger cities, which yield any 
profit to cither company where two oflices 
are maintained. Take such places 
as Bloomingion, Springtield, wheu the Lezis- 
lature is not in session, Jefferson City, 
St. Joseph, and of course the smaller towns. 
They will not support two telegraph offices. 
There are a vast number of offices in the sys- 
temofthe Western Union, even where there 
isuo competing line, which do little more 
than pay expenses, and many that do only 
that. Yet thev all have to be maintained. 
Now, where another company goes into this 
class of places and opens oflices expenses are 
simply doubled, and neither tinds profit ia 
the connection. My impression is that the 
consolidation means one company and oue 
maragement.’’ 

“How does the American Union system 
compare with the Western Union?” 

‘*There is scarcely any comparison be- 
tween the extent of the two systems.”’ 

‘*You have no information about the bas!; 
of the consolidation?” 

**No, I know only what has come throug) 
the Associated Press.’’ ' 

“And that itis pretty sure to we authen- 
tic? 

*“*Yes. I bave no doubt about it.’ 

“At the local headquarters of the American 
Union Company no news had been received, 
and the announcement was doubted. 

The first pole was raised in May, 187", and 
since then the American Union has spreaa to 
nearly all the large centers ofthe country. 
The oflicers are Thomas F. Eckert, presi- 
dent: D. H. Bates, first vice-president and 
general manager; Thomas F. Clark, secre- 
tary. The chief spirit in the new company 
from first to last has been Jay Gould. He 
worked the new apne in over his system 
of railroads, and bas also pushed new lines 
in various directions with great vigor. ‘The 
American Union has a working connection 
With the Baltimore and Ohio system. ‘I'he 
lines run over ali the main and branch roads 
of the Wabash. Omaha, Chicago, St. Louis 
and New Orleans are connected, while in the 
Kastthe wires of the new company form a net 
work. Over the Cincinnali Southern it bas 
exclusive control of the telegraph business, 
and Mr. Gould’s regent railroad acquisitions 
insure connections with Texas. It has from 
forty to tifty wires east from Chicago. There 
are five wires from St. Louis to Cairo, ani 
lines from East Cairo to New Orleans are now 
being built, with a branch from Grand Junc- 
tion to Memwpbis. The route southward is 
along the the Chieazo, St. Louisand New (r- 
leans road. The company bas just completed 
a pole line from Chicavo to Vittsburg, having 
had some two thousand men at work. It bas 
lease connection with tbe Dominion system. 
The company bas a contract with the l’en- 
nsylvania Central for poije rights. It was 4 
recent action of the courts relative to th 
Western Union and this road that broke the 
stock of Western Union to 78 ten days ago. 
Since then it has rallied, however, and the 
quotations here to-day were #1 66 1-8. Amer- 
ican Union stands here to-day at ‘4, having 


stock struck the low mark and have held on 
to it. The transactions here have been very 
heavy. » 

(;ould’s profits out of this operation must 
have been very heavy. The American Union 
is very heavily capitalized. After the com- 
pany was formed, with Gould as_ the leading 
spirit, it made a contraction with a construc- 
tion company, of which Gould was also the 
prime mover. It was a transaction on the 
Credit Mobilier order and the profits on the 
investment in the construction company have 


been simply enormoug. A book 
for subscriptions was opened here by 
Donaldson «& Fraley, who took $5,00u 


worth of the stock. Subscribers paid in as 
the assessments were made for construction 
purposes. Whatever the details of the ar- 
rangement were between the American Un- 
ion and Construction Company the effect was 
to retain to stockholders in latter two dollars 
and a balf for eyery dollar putin. Such be- 
ing the case it would look as though the capi- 
tal of the American Union must be greatly 
= of proportion to the value of the prop- 
erty. 

Nevertheless, as will be seen from the 
terms given above, the stock of the 
American Union will be conside worth 
par, the same asthe Western Union, in the 
consolidation. &he effects of this action wi!! 
be to send the stock up still higher, especially 
that of the American Union.

inch to an inch and a balfof snow, it is rather 


dimeult to determine how these ‘*farmers”’ 
pave discovered the creat damage they de- 
eenbe, and why the covering of snow has 
fyijed to serve as a proteciion to the growing 
jqgnts as it is cenersally supposed to do. 

it will not take long for the wily speculator 
tocatch on to these reports of dumage to 
wheat and to use them with sharp effect 
vpon the market. There is nothing 
ee in sight just mow for the 
*pulis’? tomake use of in aiding toward an 
sivanee. Although receipts are small they 
arepeutiful to meet the demand, and there 
is no export movement to speak of to relieve 
‘ne clutoft grain at leading points in this 
-ountry, while it is an acknowledged fact that 
‘ye amount of wheat still remaining in far- 
ners’ hands is simply enormous. 

That receipts of wheat in St. Louis are and 
haye been almost insignificant for some time 
easily explained by the fact that most of 
‘he railroads running here positively refuse 
to joad wheat, or, for that matter, any kind 
of vrain for Sig Louis. They say the elevators 


of this city are not unloading 
or pretending to receive the grain 
coming in, and they cannot afford 


-o allow theircarsto be used as warehouses 
and kept on track atthis point, when they 
have use for them elsewhere. 

Why the stock of corn is steadily increasing 
and the stock of wheat decreasing is easily 
explained. Thereisa large amount of corn 
-cattered along the different roads centering 
here, notably the Missouri [Tacific and the 
hansas City and Nortbern, which corn 
through loaded imto cars and destined for this 
market, cannot cet into the elevators; but as 
wheatis gradually withdrawn through ship- 
ment orlocal milling, and every means pos- 
-ible are used to get out this wheat, this corn 
ontrack slowly makes its way intothe city 
sud replaces the wheat justtaken out of the 
eo evator.
